SOUTH CAROLINA. 
A NEW PHASE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninctor, D. C., Nov. 22.—A dispatch 
from South Carolina says the Canvassing Board 
has issued their certificates. These declare 
Hayes and Chamberlain elected, and give the 
Legislature to the Republicans. The Court may 
commit the canvassers; if so, they will apply to 
the United States Court for release upon a writ 
of habeas corpus. 


THE BOARD OF CANVASSERS CLOSE UP THEIR 
WORK. 


Cotumsr, S. C., Nov. 22.—The Board of State 
Canvassers yesterday made a report to the Su- 
preme Court, stating the persons who had re- 
ceived the highest number of votes for the 
offices for which they were candidates. Ap- 
pended to the report of results was a 
memorandum of the Board stating that in their 
opinion certain irregularities which affected 
some ofthe Republican candidates should be 
corrected, and also that the vote of Laurens 
and Edgefield Counties, which gave large Dem- 
ocratic majorities, should be excluded on ac- 
count of frauds and intimidation. This morn- 
ing the Court made an order commanding the 
Board to issue certificates of election to all the 
persons who were shown by the report of the 
Board to have received the highest number of 
votes for members of the Legislature, including 
the Counties of Edgefield and Laurens. 

The Court also to-day took up the case of 
the Electors, and issued a rule on the Board to 
show cause why they should not correct the 
statement of the County Canvassers by the 
precinct returns in their possession. 

Pending these proceedings of the Court, how- 
ever, the Board held a session and issued certifi- 
cates to all the members of the Legislature, ex- 
cept for Laurens and Edgfield Counties, thus 
securing the majority of the Legislature to the 
Republican side, and the defeat of Hampton and 
election of Chamberlain. 

The Board also issued certificates of election 
to the Hayes and Wheeler Electors, and to all 
the Republican State ticket. The Board then 
adjourned sine die. 

This action of the Board has created much ex- 
eſtement, but the citizens are determined to rely 
upon the Courts and exhaust all legal means of 
redress.

THE GENERAL SUBJECT OF PRAYER. 

We know less about prayer than about almost 
anything cise; and, like the disciples. we feel like 
saying to the Master, Teach us to pray. Some- 
times we feel as if we knew'so little about it that 
we feel as if we could not pray at all; but here, in 
the cighth chapter of Romans, and at twenty- 
sixth verse, is someting for our comfort and in- 
struction: Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities, for we know not what we should pray 
for as we ought, but the Spirit itself maketh inter- 
cession for us, with groanings that cannot be ut- 


It is a question ia my mind whether any man on 
the face of the earth could say that the Lord an- 
gwered all his prayers; but, you say, Isn't it prom- 
ised whatsoever ye desire when ye pray, believing, 
ye shall receive? Yes, that is one passage; 
but let us take up the whole subject of prayer, and 
we shall find that there are many good reasons 
why God cannot give us everything we ask. Per- 
haps the thing we ask would be a oo injury to 
us; and God, who sees and knows all things, loves 
us too well to give us what we ask for. I have 
prayed very carnestiy for something, and after-

HKimee?f, he was prepared to give them the result of 
fifteen years’ experietice in all brauches of the 
Lord's work, —in the church, the prayer-meeting, 
and the Sabbath-school, as well as in the evanecl- 
istic work; he had no pet theories to advance, but 
only wished to instruct and benefit his hearers as 
far as he could. 

The first section of the subject was that one 
which related to singing in connection with church 
services. His idea was to have a large Christian 
ehoir to lead, and to have the congregation sing 
with them, Many harsh things had been said of 
quartet choirs, and no doubt some of them were de- 
served, and some of the persons in those choirs 
wore to blame; but after all the deacons, the 
trartees, and other officers of the church must call 
themselves in fault in hiring these choirs. The 
troable with them generally was that they were not 
and very littie blessing could 
be expected to follow the service of by those 
who were not Christians. He had no doubt that 
many of these quartet choits were composed of 
Christians, and that their singing was profitable. 
It had been asked what he would do if he could 
not get Christian members of the society 
to lead the choir in a church. 
The answer was, that if he could not 
he would go down into the Sabbath-school and 
bring them, or the best siugers among them, up- 
staire and set them to lead the singing. The effect 
would be to get hearty and inartistic singing, and 
it would often encourage the congregation to join 
in, because the clases of hymns likely to be sung 
would be those sinipler ones which all could sing. 
Again, this course would be a great encouragement 
to the Sabbath-school itself, and it would be a mat- 
ter of pride to the organization, so that we snould 
see the children coming from the Sabbath-school 
up into the church instead of going out into the 
church on Sanday. 

Further, the minister should encourage the 
choir, and should make their performance a part of 
the service. It was a good thing to speak to the 
audience and the choif concerning a hymn which 
was given ont. Mr. u, the noted London 
Baptist minister, wasin the habit of talking to his 
choir and poops about every hymn which he gave 
out, explaining to them how he wanted it sung, 
etc. so that they took a real interest in it, ands 
it with unanimity and power. It was one bad poin 
in church services that the choir did not receive as 
much attention as it should. The choir should be 
prayed for just as much as the preaching. 

IT WAS CONTRARY TO RIGHT PRINCIPLE 

to put the choir ih a back gallery as far away as 
possible from the minister. They should be up 
near his platform, and behind or on one side of it.

To the editor /ef The Tribune. 
Co, Nov. 22.—Your reason that it would 
be foolish to invest money in Italian opera be- 
cause there has not been a good Italian opera 
troupe in this country for ten years, is rather a 
non-sequitur. The question scems to me to be, 
Would a superior troupe pay here ! I think the 
answer must be in the negative, for the reason 
that superior performers will be well paid. To 
well-pay them there must be sufficient money 
in the house. It is a simple matter of figuring. 
Given the cost of putting the opera on the 
stage, and the capacity of the house, to find 
what must be the price of each seat to make it 
worth while for ap impressario to run the risk 
of opening here with the present accommode- 
tion, that price would necessarily be so high as 
to be prohibitive.

INTIMIDATION CONSTITUTIONALLY CON- 
SIDERED. 

While the Democrats have been contend- 
ing for the count of the votes in Louisiana, 
Florida, and South Carolina as they were 
actually cast. without regard to the influences 
of intimidation and violence, they have 
carefully suppressed the fact that they are 
thus making the same use of the black vote, 
only to a larger extent, whereby they de- 
feated the North in ante-War times, and 
forced the blacks to contribute to their own 
enslavement. The Constitution previous to 
the post-bellum amendmenis gave the slave 
States a representation in Congress and the 
Electoral College based not merely on the 
number of the free population but counting 
in three-fifths of the slaves. This was one 
of the concessions it had been necessary to 
make to the slave-holding population to se- 
cure their allegiance to the Union. The 
blacks were treated in law and in 
fact as chattels, like so many horses 
or mules, but yet the Southern 
whites claimed an increased representation 
in the Electoral and Legislative bodies in the 
proportion of three to every five slaves. 
This was an unfair aggrandizement of South- 
ern power, and was used against the interests 
of the North and against the interests of the 
very blacks whom they claimed to represent. 
Under this system, the Southern States had 


about twenty-three members of Congress 


and about twenty-three Electoral votes more 
than they would have had if their slaves had 
been treated as chattels im elections as well 
as other relations. This exaggerated power 
was resented by all parties at the North, be- 
cause it gave the Southerners an undue rep- 
resentation in caucus and convention as well 
as in the National Legislature and the Elec- 
toral College. One of the first things ac- 
complished by the War was the abolition of 
this false representation, and it was provided 
by the Fourteenth Amendment to the Consti- 
tution that the blacks should be represented 
as whole men and not as so many 
three-fifths of a man, but also that, when 
the right to vote for national officers was 
denied to them, then the basis of represent- 
ation should be reduced accordingly. This 
was before the adoption of the Fifteenth 
Amendment, providing for impartial suffrage. 

The point we now make is that, by the 
policy of intimidation and violence, whereby 
the blacks have been politically disfranchised, 
the Southern people are again using the 
blacks for the aggrandizement of their own 
power, and for the defeat, and debasement, 
and persecution of the blacks themselves. 
Thus the sixteen Southern States have thirty- 
Jour more Representatives in Congress and 
thirty-four more Electoral votes than they 
would have if the negroes were not included 
in the basis of representation; but, if the 
negroes are practically disfranchised by in- 
timidation and Violence, then these thirty- 
four extra votes are fraudulent under the spirit 
and intent of the Fourteenth Constitutional 
Amendment. Thus there are four States 
in which the black vote is unquestionabiy in 
the majority, viz.: Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, Florida, and Louisiana. These four 
States have 27 Electoral votes, which would 
undoubtedly have been cast for Hayzs if the 
blacks had been left free to vote according to 
their own interests and inclinations, and 
their 27 votes added to the 166 votes Harzs 
received at the North would have given him 
193 votes, or a clear majority of the Electoral 
College. But Mississippi, which would have 
given 20,000 majority for Hr, has been 
stolen for Ton with its 8 votes, and the 
blacks practically disfranchised. In South 
Carolina the shot-gun policy came very near 
carrying the State, and the Democrats claim 
that it has succeeded in Louisiana and Flori- 
da. If so, then Mr. Ton will have re- 
ceived the votes belonging to the blacks by 
means of a violent robbery of their consti- 
tutional rights. 

But it is not alone the spirit and obvious 
purpose of the Constitution, denying repre- 
sentation in Congress and the Electoral Col- 
lege where the franchise has been withheld, 
that justifies the Louisiana law making the 
State Returning Board a judicial tribunal 
for taking account of such disfranchisement ; 
the practice is still more directly warranted 
by the United States statutes, carrying out 
the spirit and purpose of the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments. The Revised Stat- 
utes of the United States (Se. 5,520, p. 
1,076) provides as follows: 

If two or more persons in any State or Territory 


conspire to prevent by force, intimidation, or 
threat, any citizen whois lawfully entitled to vote, 
from giving his support or advocacy. in a legal 
manner, toward or in favor of the election of any 
lawfully qualified person as an Zilector for Presi- 
dent or Vice-President, or as a member of the 
Congress of the United States; or to injure any 
citizen in person or property on account of such 
eupport or advocacy; each of such persons shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than five hundred nor 
more than five thousand dollars, or by imprison- 
ment, with or without hard labor, not less than six 
months nor more than siz years, or by both such 
Sine and imprisonment. 

It has been argued by the Chicago Times 
and some other Confederate organs in full 
sympathy with the *‘ bulldozing” policy that 
the State law, providing that the 
Board shall take cognizance of the forcible 
disfranchisement of voters, should not be 
permitted to influence the result of a national 
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election. It is worthy of note, en passant, 
how suddenly the State-Sovereignty Dem- 
ocrats have become Nationalists; but grant- 
ing them sincerity in their conversion, the 
section we have quoted from the United 
States statutes shows that this State law of 
Louisiana merely carries out the purpose of 
the national law, made in harmony with and 
to give effect to the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. While the 
Constitution of the United States ex- 


denial of franchise to citizens, and while, 
m keeping with this, the United States 
statutes make it a crime to intimidate a citi- 
zen from voting at a national election (a 
crime punishable with six years’ imprison- 
ment), certainly it is not merely within the 
power but clearly the duty of a State in 
which the blacks are likely to be intimidated 
to protect the validity of the vote in propor- 
tion to répresentation. Any reasonable ob- 
jection, therefore, that can be made to the 
count of the vote of Mississippi, Louisiana, 
South Carolina, and Florida must come from 
the Republican and not from the Democratic 
side; and, if Mr. Tn gets the vote of any 
one of those States, his election will be due 
to the representation given to the blacks in 
spite of their practical disfranchisement by 
the whites. | 
HELLISH BARBARITY. 

We print elsewhere a statement made by a 
colored Republican of East Feliciana Parish, 
Louisiana, to the correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Journal, setting forth the manner in 
which he was tortured by Democrats on ac- 
count of his political principles. We com- 
mend this statement to our readers as one 
instance out of hundreds showing the man- 
ner in which the Tildenites have sought to 
carry that State. This victim of Democratic 
brutality was born and raised in Louisiana, 
and rented a little piece of land upon which 
he ran a saw-mill.

THE FORTHCOMING CONFERENCE. 

It is characteristic of the Russian policy 
that whenever the Czar or his Premier have 
spoken upon the relations between Turkey, 
Servia, and the European Powers, they have 
spoken clearly and unmistakably and with 
remarkable frankness. When, a few days 
ago, Lord BEACONSFIELD, in a post-prandial 
speech, beat about the bush to inform the 
world that England, in certain emergencies, 
might go to war, the Ozar courteously, but 
bluntly and emphatically, notified the En- 
glish Premier that Russia was ready for war 
and had taken the management of the Sick 
Man into its own hands. Thereupon all En- 
gland was in an uproar, and the Tory Gov- 
ernment hastened to let the world know it 
should take possession of Constantinople in 
the event of war. The Czar once more has 
spoken. After having raised these appre- 
hensions, he now proceeds, with a directness 
which is almost ironical, to remove them, by 
assuring England that she is not in any dan- 
ger, aud that she need not be afraid. In his 
interview with Lord Lorrus, the English 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, the substance 
of which is confirmed by Gonrrscuaxorr’s 
dispatches to Count Scuervarorr, the 
Russian Ambassador at London, the 
Czar clears the whole question of 
every outside complication with which 
the diplomats have been entangling 
it, and goes straight to the pith of the 
matter by notifying England and the world 
that the sole object of Russia is the amelio- 
ration of the Christians in European Turkey ; 
that if he cannot have the help of England, 
he will accomplish. it without; and that if 
the European Powers are not prepared to act 
firmly and energetically, then he will be 
obliged to act alone. The emphatic and even 
solemn manner in which he disavows any in- 
tention of acquiring Constantinople, any 
afterthought of ‘the possession of India, or 
conquest in general, and proclaims that his 
only purpose in the occupation of Bulgaria 
would be provisional, and in order to secure 
the peace and prosperity of the Christian 
population, is in the nature of a severe re- 
buke to the selfish policy of England upon 
the Eastern question, and the insane jealousy 
which has always characterized England in 
her relations to Russia. The frankness of 
the Ozar is in striking contrast to the con- 
cealments of England. He even goes out of 
his way to leave no possible 
open to England and the other Powers of 
suspecting him of double-dealing. He ex- 
plains that he sent the ultimatum to the 
Porte because he feared the in the 
Morava Valley might be followed by atroci- 
ties,—a result he had reason to fear, inas- 


the Bulgarian atrocities; that he had — 
mitted officers to go to Servia, provided they 
left the Russian service, in the hope of calm- 
ing the agitation in Russia; and that there 
was no intention of erecting Servia and Rou- 


Czar showed that Russia was master of the 
Conference.

The Porte is to take no part in the first meeting, 
but will be invited to the second or more formal 
Conference. 

Pending the meeting of these Conferences, 
the interest in Eastern affairs will halt. 
Whatever way the question may be solved, 
however, whether it result in peace or war, 
Russiahas commended herself to the world 
by her frank and dignified course in dealing 
with the Porte and guarding the interests of 


CONNECTICUT’S FRAUDULENT VOTE. 

There is now every reason to believe that 
the State of Connecticut, which gave Tu- 
DEN a majority of about 1,700 votes, was car- 
ried by fraud. The vote, which aggregates 
nearly 122,000, is out of all proportion to 
the population of the State. The largest 
vote previously cast in the State was at the 
election for Governor, in April, 1875, when 
there were 100,983 votes in all. There has 
consequently been an increase of about 21,- 
000 votes in a year and a half; of this in- 
crease only 7,000 have been Republican, and 
14,000, or twice as many, Democratic. The 
increase in the Republican vote was large, 
but it was owing to the special efforts that 
had been made by the Republican Commit- 
tee, which had polled the entire State and 
brought out every Republican vote there was 
in it; but when theincrease of Democratic vote 
was found to be twice as large as that of the 
Republican vote, there was prima facie evi- 
dence of fraud; this has been confirmed by 
an examination of where this Democratic 
increase came from. It was all in the larger 
cities, and largely from the three cities of 
Hartford, New Haven, and Bridgeport. Tak- 
ing the basis of voters to population shown 
by the census of 1870, the increased vote in 
Hartford shows an increase of 24,000 in 
population ; that of New Haven an increase 
of 22,900 in population; that of Bridgeport 
14,000 in population; and that of Norwich 
10,000 in population. It is definitely known 
that in some of these cities there has been 
absolutely no increase of population, and in 
the others the increase has been very small, 
The explanation of the astonishing increase 
in the vote is only to be found in the fraudu- 
lent naturalization and the repeaters voted 
on the Democratic side. The way was made 
easy for these frauds by the passage of an 
Election law just prior to the election of 
1875, when the Legislature was Democratic. 
A well-informed correspondent, writing from 
Hartford on this subject, says: 

Under the laws of the State there is nothing to 
prevent the taking out of certificates wpon the 
names of dead men, of those who have moved 
away, or in fact of issuing forged certificates. 
These may be voted on anywhere in the State, and 
only need to be presented on election-day. There 
is no opportunity to examine a man's claim; chal- 
lenging does no good, for in the short time no 
proofagainst the voter can be brought forward. 
Registry. lists are worthless, as the law permits 
additions on election-day. Naturalizations are 
done in the petty courts, and so far as the evidences 
of the party's qualifications are concerned are a 
farce. 

Now, while the Democrats have been free- 
ly uttering their threats of revolution in case 
Louisiana and Florida shall be found to have 
voted for Hayes, we have not noticed even 
a hint from Republican sources that there 
will be so much as an objection to the count 
of the vote of Connecticut, though there is 
no question but that the State was stolen. 
This is another instance of the difference be- 
tween patriotism and partyism characteristic 
of the two parties, which we recently point- 
ed out. So far as Connecticut is concerned, 
the Republicans have fortunately secured 
control of the Legislature, and will probably 
pass an Election law that shall protect them 
from being similarly swindled in the future. 
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NEW ORLEANS “ NIGGERS.” 

The lieutenant of the editor of the Chicago 
Times, now at New Orleans, has written to 
that paper a letter giving his impressions of 
negro officials in that city. With the con- 
ventional hatred of the negro which obtains 
in that office, he went to New Orleans ex- 
pecting to find in the two colored members 
of the Returning Board and other city and 
State officials ‘‘ long-heeled, bullet-headed, 
black-skinned, sausage-lipped niggers.” Ar- 
riving in the city, he sought out the club- 
house where the negro politicians congre- 
gate, and talked, and drank, and fraternized 
with the two members of the Returning 
Board, Messrs. Kenner and Casanove, with 
the Captain of Police, the editor of the Baton 
Rouge Fra, a State Senator, the Assessor of 
Orleans Parish, and numerous others, under 
the impression that they were white men. 
In point of fact, by the time he had enjoyed 
their hospitality and been introduced to a 
score or more of negroes whom he had mis- 
taken for Frenchmen, and whom he expected 
to find ‘* bullet-headed, long-heeled nig- 
gers,” instead of gentlemen quite as white, 
if not a little whiter than, himself, and quite 
as genial and cultivated, he began to be a 
little doubtful about his own color and 
descent, and to question whether his own 
ancestry were not of the Ethiopian per- 
suasion. 


It is a matter for some congratulation that 
our Chicago Times negrophobist has been 
converted from his prejudices to such an ex- 


princely 

it suggests the excellent results that might 
obtain if the whole establishment would only 
go to New Orleans forafew days for the 
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the State as colored men who are just as 
white as the natives, and to all intents and 
purposes are whites. They have no more 
resemblance to the African than the Span- 
iards, Italians, or natives of the south of 
France have. It is impossible to distinguish 
them from the native-born of New Orleans, 
unless it be because they are handsomer 
men. Mr. Kzwner, of the Returning Board, 
who has been extensively advertised by the 
Democratic as a ‘ bullet-headed 
negro,” said in his interview with this corre- 
spondent: Ihave traveled all over the North. 
I have gone everywhere, stopped at all the 
hotels, ridden on all the cars, and never 
found anybody to suspect that I am & 
nigger.” And this correspondent himself 

: “T expected to meet a gigantic 
negro of the regular type. Instead, I found 
myself confronted by a man weighing not 
more than 110 pounds. He is small to 
effeminacy, with delicate hands and feet—a 
regular petit maitre in appearance, His com- 
plexion is a very light brown; «his hair 
brown, and just the least frizzy at the ends, 
as one often sees it in men of Hebrew ex- 
traction. His head is small, with regular 
features, light brown eyes, a shapely mouth 
filled with handsome teeth; a small mus- 
tache; and an effeminate chin—such is 
Louis Kenner, a man of about 38.” We 
are told by these same Democratic, negro- 
hating newspapers that the Republican 
party in Louisiana is made up of African 
laborers, ‘‘ plantation field-hands,” as Mr. 
WartTERSON contemptuously terms them, and 
yet if this same correspondent had 
pursued his researches further into 
the State, and partaken still more freely of 
negro hospitality, he would have found 
thousands of bright, smart, keen-witted men, 
just as white as those whom he met in New 
Orleans,—the product of former Democratic 
miscegenation. Their blood is mixed with 
the blood of the old Confederates, but there 
is no strain of disloyalty running in it. 
They are brothers, cousins, nephews, allies 
of the white Confederates by every tie of 
consanguinity, but by no tie of political 
principle. These are the chattels and 
field-hands” of whom a Democratic paper 
speaks so glibly and sneeringly, and with 
whom it fraternizes in the South through its 
representative! These are the men whose 
votes they are now trying to steal! 


NO WAR HERE. 

It is complimentary to the average intelli- 
gence of the American people that at the 
present juncture in public affairs they mani- 
fest so much judicial coolnéss, so much 
political self-restraint, and that they appear 
willing and determined, come what will, to 
prefer the peace of the country to seeing 
this man or that in the Presidential chair. 
There are few American citizens who have 
not a preference for one Presidential candi- 
date or the other. If Hayzs shall be our 
next President, one-half of our people will 
probably say: ‘‘ Counted in!” If Tipsy, 
the other will say: ‘‘ Elected by fraud, in- 
timidation, and bulldozing!” One party or 
the other will consider itself cheated 
out of the highest prize the people 
can bestow upon a citizen. No solution of 
the question now pending before the coun- 
try as to who shall be its chief ruler for the 
next four years will be found which can give 
universal satisfaction. At least such appears 
to be the case. The people of the United 
States are as well aware of that fact now as 
they will be after the fourth of March next; 
yet we are morally certain that, come what 
will, no blood shall be shed. There is not 
another country in the world which, under 
the same circumstances, could present such 
a spectacle. It would be as impossible in 
France as in Mexico; and itis very doubtful 
if it would not be equally impossible in any 
other European State, were the duty to de- 
volye upon its citizens to elect a sovereign, 
and all the surrounding circumstances were 
the same as those now here. There 
are many causes for this remarkable phenom- 
enon. In the first place, there is the in- 
telligence of the people. That intelligence 
is great enough to keep them from remedy- 
ing a lesser evil by a greater. They know 
that, whoever is made President, he cannot 
of himself or by himself inflict any great 
evils on the country or involve it in any 
great calamity. The Democrats may not like 
Mr. Harms, but we will credit them with 
preferring him to war. And so the Repub- 
licans may not have any love for Mr. Tn 
DEN, but they would accept him rather than 
see the country reduced to a state of anarchy. 
A second reason is that so many of our 
people are property-owners, or have some in- 
terest in the maintenance of peace. Desert- 
ed shops, abandoned houses, dissevered 
families, are not cheerful sights where intel- 
ligence reigns and wealth abounds. : 

Then again the memory of the Civil War 
is too fresh among us. The appetite of 
even the most bloodthirsty for carnage is 
still somewhat blunted. And when the 
good people of New Orleans were counseled 
to „clean out the KLodd crew,” they 
pertinently inquired who was to furnish the 
corpses. Another reason is, that, whatever 
the solution of the Presidential question 
shall be, some doubt must necessarily remain 
in the minds of the people as to whether 
the defeated candidate was not rightly de- 
feated. If Harzs is not declared President, 
who can feel certain that were it not for 
fraud and intimidation he would have been?

On 
this question the cloud of doubt 
would rest. And so in the case of Tinpen.

There might be a judicial 
answer to this question, but in the minds of 
the people enough doubt would remain to 
unnerve the arm and stay the blow. 

Lastly, the American people are too calcu- 
lating and cool to go to war without asking 
cui bono When they rushed to arms in 1861 
it was to save one nation, and to prevent the 
formation on its ruins of another with a Con- 


stitution making slavery one of its principal 


institutions. There is no such great issue 
before the people now. It matters com- 
paratively little whether TND fs elected. 
The Republicans have a majority in the 
Senate, and the House is so equally 
divided between the two parties that the 
Democracy can carry no measure which the 
Republicans set their face against. The 
country will be practically ruled by the Re- 
publicans at least for two years more, whether 
Hares becomes President or remains in Ohio, 
and, such being the case, were the people to 
go to war, it would be only to decide which 
set of gamblers who have betted on the elec- 
tion should make money by doing that which 
the laws of the several States have prohibit- 
ed them to do; and in what the 
spoils of official position should be divided 
among hungry Office-seckers.

JESSE K. DUBOIS. 


His Death Near Springfield, III., Yesterday 
—Outline of His Honorable Career. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 22.—The Hon. Jesse 
K. DuBois, who has been for some months a 
victim of acute pneumonia, died at his residence 
this evening. Mr. DuBois was born in Lawrence 
County, III., Jan. 14, 1811, and was in his 66th 
year. His was a career of distinguished and 
faithful public service. In 1834 he was elected 
as a Whig to the General Assembly, In 
1841 he was appointed Register of the United 
States Land Office at Palestine, Crawford 
County, by President Harrison, but resigned 
when Tyler “Tylerized.” In 1849 he was ap- 
pointed Receiver of Public Moneys at Palestine 
by Franklin Pierce. It 1353 he was elected 
Judge of Lawrence County. In 1854 he was one 
of the firmest opponents of the Douglas Kansas- 
Nebraska bil In 856 he attended 
the first Republican Convention, held 
at Bloomi n, was nominated for State 
Auditor, and was elected. In 1860 he was re- 
elected, at that time being the close and cunfi- 
dential friend of Abrahain Lincoln. As Auditor 
he was a most popular and efficient officer, and 
was a patriotic supporter of Gov. Yates in his 
war record. Mr. DuBois? service in this con- 
nection can hardly be overestimated. In 
1864 he was a candidate ior the Guber- 
natorial nomination, but was defeated 
by Gov. Ogiespy, who, as a soldier, 
had popular support. Uncle Jesse DuBois,’ 
as he was generally called, rendered efficient ser- 
vice during the campaign. Since 18601 he had 
been mostly engaged in private pursuits, but 
had always taken an interest in public aifairs. 
For some montis he had been confined to his 
house. His name was without stain or shadow 
of suspicion—a noble and upright man. His 

and five children survive him—two 
daughters and three sons. Among the latter is 
the Hon. Lincoln DuBois, Representative in 
the Twenty-ninth General Assembly from a

A LETTER FROM LEONARD SWETT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

‘urcaco, Nov. 22.—As intimations have been 
made in the daily papers that the arrest of the par- 
ties charged with desecrating the tomb of Abraham 
Lincoln was fraudulent, and induced by Elmer 
Washburn, and as the facts of his connection with 
the case are known to me, and based upon my re- 
quest, I consider it my duty, in justice to him, and 
withont his knowledge or solicitation, to state what 
I know in reference to the facts involved.
